PON taking residence inthe 
region central Montana, was 
attracted the Long-billed Cur- 


lew, (Numenius longirostris.) re- 


ported being one the early 
migrants appear the prairie, and 
the spring ’99 eagerly waited for 
introduction this bird new 
avian list. However, the spring being 
unusually backward, was near even- 
ing the 24th April when 
comed the first curlews the season. 
birds flew over, uttering loud, long- 
drawn whistles, and knew that the 
curlews had come. 

much earlieras the preceding season 
was backward, failed see curlews 
until April had been repeatedly 
informed the natives, however, that 
the curlews were around, and safe 
say that the middle April, 
saw these birds represented the 
prairies. 

After their arrival, the

About the middle May, be- 
gan give serious attention the nid- 
ification the curlews. looking 
over authorities for data regarding 
time nesting, found the information 
quite unsatisfactory, Col. Goss alone 
giving the time, early May, for Kansas.

Saturday, May 26, found afield 
new quarter, and late the after- 
noon, crossing the highest part 
large area fenced prairie, 
the attention pair curlews, 
tho’a number were moving here and 
there the pasture. Having little 
time then give the place extended 
search, took the opportunity walk 
out the pasture the next after- 
noon. Upon reaching the same quarter, 
male curlew sharply whistled his dis- 
pleasure proceeding, and ad- 
vanced the ridge occasionally 
flew with angry movement. 
Thus working around the place, follow- 
clews given the male, 
soon determined that the nest was with- 
area, how limited had 
little idea the time; and setting 
shattered shoulder blade that had long 
bleached the prairie, began careful 
search for the supposed nest. Starting 
from the bone center, would trace 
radius about one hundred yards, 
then walk about forty feet arc 
the circle, and walk back the center. 
Thus searched quite carefully every 
part the semi-circle the side the 
bone where seemed attract most at- 
tention the owners, but two hours 
search found ready give the 
quest, baffled usual. Besides, was 
Sunday, and had brought nothing 
carry home the eggs in, anyway, 
wended way homeward pondering 
upon the deceitfulness the curlews. 

Monday afternoon, May 28, again 
took afield the appointed place. 
bone still stood landmark, and 
again the male flew angrily toward me, 
turning abruptly upward 
me, giving loud swish with his wings 
checked his forward flight. had 
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all along noticed that came 
chiefly from particular direction, and 
was thus causing search the 
side the bone from which came. 
Changing tactics, determined 
search more closely the direction 
pointed flew me; and walking 
that direction about hundred yards 
from the bone, aftera few minutes 
saw the female flattened upon the 
ground with tail toward me, about 
twenty feet away, her head and neck 
lying upon the ground front her 
invisible me. first thought was 
that had stumbled upon dead prairie 
chicken, flatly was she sitting upon 
her nest; but took several steps to- 
ward her, she flew low from the nest for 
about thirty feet, then fluttered along 
the ground with flapping wings, de- 
scribing about forty 
feet distant from me. 

was out for eggs, however, paid 
but little attention the parental 
forts the mother mislead me, and 
was soon bending over first cur- 
lew’s nest. made struct- 
side low pile dried cow manure. 
The nest was made dried weed-tops, 
the rim being elevated one and 
inches above the surroundings. The 
cavity was eight inches across and two 
inches deep. general appearance 
the nest gave the impression its 
being quite elevated. were four 
eggs, handsomely colored and marked, 
placed with small ends together the 
the nest. Incubation had 
scarcely begun. Three the eggs had 
ground light greenish olive, thick- 
marked with blotches dark umber 
and chocolate; the fourth egg has 
rustier appearance, both ground 
this set measure about 2.70 2.00 
inches.

This nest was constructed almost like 
the first, but wassituated more among 
grass blades, which grew around 
the rim the structure. contained 
four eggs, placed like the others, with 
the pointed ends toward the middle 
the nest.. The four eggs are nearly 
alike, the ground being more greenish 
than those the first set, one them 
having markings noticeably wreathed 
the larger end, 
markings thickly congregated upon 
the large end, other 
markings quite generally distributed 
besides those mentioned. These eggs 
average about three-sixteenths 
inch length than those the 
the first set. 

was fortune once enjoy 
friend who was collecting for his first 
season. Frequently, when came 
upon nest coot gallinule, would 
suggest that they were plentiful 
and the grounds close, might 
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leave the eggs. would reply that 
though they seemed plentiful then, 
another year they might not 
abundant, the water might too 
high too low, the birds might 
leave; hence was best get all 
wanted then, and should have them 
any future time when they might 
scarcer. have always remembered 
friend’s advice, and when the 
next morning came, May 30, brought 
leisure the forenoon continue 
the quest for curlews’ nests. Taking 
son with me, help play the cur- 
lews and thus save time, went farther 
into the pasture where had found 
first set, that occasion had 
counted many twelve birds view 
while searching for the first nest. The 
pasture being more than mile 
length. knew that there was room 
for more than one nest, and getting 
into the farther side the field, 
son was walking down long slope 
the end gentle swell, attracted 
the attention male, which hovered 
over him uttering its cackling whistle, 
the sound reminding the jarring 
with set brakes.

Without doubt great mass sentjment 
favor the Lacey Act came from the constitu- 
the senators and congressmen through- 
out the Union. All were not Audubonians— 
perhaps but percentage—but the fact 
remains that through the constant agitation 
the question bird protection, the public has 
inspired with interest wild birds, 
and the influence has been wide-spread. 
this was directly due the passage the acj 
and the forcing the milliners into agree- 
ment. 

The Audubonians other bird 
tionists have won victory worthy their ef- 
forts, and have secured protection for the 
birds ina manner thorough and sweeping 
that its accomplishment seems little short
